SUSPECT HAS TAKEN HIS OWN LIFE

Ernest H. Hoel, city salesman for tho

Carpenter Paper compatiy, belleves that he
has discoversd the assallnot of Mitle Mary
Marks. HMe says that he Has reasons to
believe that Albert Brueschweller, the
Swiss dairyman who committed sulcide last
Thursday night at hisg farm eight miles
northwest of Omaha, i the man who ecar-
ried the lttle Marks girl away in & buggy
and assaulted her

Last Sunday Mr. Hoel vielted his cousin,
who Jlives on a farm adjoining the one
on which Brueaschweiler lived alone, and he
wus told several things which led him to
suspect that the Swiss was the man for
whom the sherift had
connection with the Marks case.

Suspicions Clircumstancens,

For several days befors taking his own
Hfe Brueschweller had remained on his
lonaly farm, slthough it had been hip cus-
tom to go to the clity and deliver milk every
day. He told his neighbors that he Was
afraid the officers would come and arrest
nim for violating the dalry laws and seemed
fo be Iu great fear of impending trouble.

Mr, Hoel learned  that  Brueschweller
lived alone in the loft of his barn and sup-
ported himself oy selling milk in the city
He nscertalned that the mbkman, besldes
having a light wagon and a team, had an
extra horse and an old rattletrap bugey.
the description of which corresponded with
that of the horse apd bugey used In the
Miarks crime. Mr. Hoel looked about the
Brueschweller farm for the bhorse and
buggy which were sald to resemble the ones
used by the assallant of Mary Marks, but
was unable to find them. It was eaid by
the nelghbora that some of the personal
property of the deceased had beep taken
nway from the place by the administrator
of the estate on Saturday.

Heports to Sheriff,

On Monday Mr. Hoel reported his suspi-
clon to the sheriff's office, but as Sheriff
Power was out of the city the case was not
taken up for Investigation until yesterday.
The sherlff Is now looking lnto the matter
and will vislt the farm of Willlam H. Olm-
sted, who 18 the administrator of Bruesch-
weller's ¢state, to ascertain whether such a
horse and buggy as weres used by the as-
sallant of the Muarkse girl are among the
effects of the dead man.

The description of Brueschweiler, who
was burled by Coroner Swanson last Satur-
day, tallles closely with Mary Marks' de-
scription of the man who assaulted her.
